Director of the Museum — of 
Palaeontology of California Uni.

The American expedition is the 
climax to the investigations pf 90.

Mr. Bevin 
Ticks Off 
The Press 


London? Jane 7, 

Foreign Secretary | Ernest 
Bevin tuday mildly reprimund- 
ed the British press for giving 
What he deseribed as “certain 
misleading: interpretations” of 
the plant for aid to iurope out- 
lined by U.S. Sevretary of State 
George Marshall. 

Mr, Bevin iasued a statement 
expliining that Marshall's 
speech was under close study 
hy several Cabinet Ministers 
and emphasizing that no fure 
ther’ oficial reaction would be 
announced ‘ watil the study is 
completed. : 

Meanwhile, Mr Bevin said, 
the posjtion of the British Gov- 
ernment would remain ag an- 
nounted in yesterday's Rtate- 
ment, which said the Marshall 
plan was “warmly welcomed.” | 

Mr, Bevin's statement did 
not amplify his criticlam of the 
British presa for “vertain mis 
leading — interpretations,” but 
was believed to xefer to sug- 
gestions that the “United States 
appeared vead$ to form a Buro- 
penn bioe to combat Sovict ine 
tluence. 

Bevin said the, British Gov- 
ernment had ono prior know- 
ledge of.
